BAGHDAD — Iraq claimed a 
successful air raid Wednesday on a 
"big naval target” south of Kharg 
Island,. Iran’s main oQ ter minal in 
the Gulf. 

A spokesman, reading a commu- 
nique over Iraqi television, said 
that all planes had returned safely 
after the attack. The type of naval 
target was not immediately an- 
nounced, but in the past that tenn 
has been used to describe tankers 
or other merchant vessels. 

Die spokesman said the attack 
"underlines our determination to 
tighten the blockade imposed on all 
Iranian ports, inclu ding Kharg Is- 
land,” which is 126 miles (about 
200 kilometers) south of Iraq. 

However, the captain of a tanker 
loading at Kharg said in a radio- 
telephone interview that all was 
quiet, and that be knew of no at- 
tacks on shipping in the area, Reu- 
ters reported from Bahrain. 

In another development, Iran re- 
ported that Iraq had attacked the 
construction rite of a nuclear reac- 
tor at the port of Bushire last— - 
March 24, a spokesman for the In- 
ternational Atomic Energy Agency 
said Wednesday. 

In Bonn, a West German compa- 
ny engaged in a nuclear plant pro- 
ject in Iran cast doubt on the re- 
port.

The overall view 
among analysts in London and at 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 


zation is that the outnumbered Ira- 
qis remain superior in weapons, 
training and command. 

While Iraq retains superiority in 
the air at a ratio of three to one, 
specialists question whether 
ground-attack planes plus dug-in 
tanks and artillery will suffice to 
halt attacks by half a million Irani- 
ans inspired by Ayatollah RuhoT 
lah Khomeini's Islamic fundamen- 
talism. 

Most sources believe the offen- 
sive will begin on June 1, the first 
day of the Islamic hdy month or 
Ramadan. By then the ground will 
be dry enough for large-scale troop 
movements. But it wtU also be suf- 
ficiently hard to allow Iraqi t anks 
to maneuver at will, the sources 
noted. 

Tbe Mdnoon marshes, which 
the Iraqis flooded earlier this year, 
are reported to be relatively dry 
now. This would allow the Iranians 
to move troops and supplies to the 
islands in the marshes, acconimgto 
reports from the area.

But 
noneof these attacks contained any 
explicit information about the 63- 
y ear-old dissident. 

Tass repeated earlier Soviet as- 
sertions that there was no need for 
Mrs. Bonner to seek medical treat- 
ment in the West since she had 
medical services “at the country’s 
best clinics where the most experi- 
enced eye specialists are em- 
ployed.” Mrs. Bonner received eye 
treatment in Italy in the 1970s. 

“The state of her sight is such 
that earlier this year she was al- 
lowed to drive a car, which she 
does.” Tass said. 

The overall tone of tbe statement 
appeared more moderate than pre- 
vious reports about the couple, who 
had been earlier described as “de- 
generates."

UNITED NATIONS, New

LONDON — Britain, despite 
public commitment to racial equal- 
ity and tolerance, considers itself a 
racially prejudiced country and one 
in which social class affects a per- 
son's opportunities to advance, ac- 
cording to the findings of a new 
study.. 

These and other findings are in- 
cluded in a volume published Tues- 
day by Roger JoweO and Colin 
Airey of the privately funded, non- 
profit Social Community Planning 
Research Institute. 

Mr. Airey said the most surpris- 
ing insight of this first survey, 
which covered a sampling of 1.677, 
was the racial prejudice m Britain 
and the extent to which people ad- 
mitted to it. 

“Our suiyey suggests a wide- 
spread public betieflhai Britain is 
Tar from an equal opportunity soci- 
ety. Around 90 percent of the pop- 
ulation believe there is prejudice 
against Asians and blacks," who 
make up about 5 percent of the 
British population, the report says. 

The figures, it says, “show a 
striking degree of agreement that 
Britain is a prejudiced country. 
Such unanimity is rare," as other 
findings from the survey about the 
wide range of attitudes in Britain 
on other matters suggest. 

More than a third of those inter- 
viewed. 35 percent, described 
themselves as prejudiced against 
other races, the report said. There 
were 84 ethnic minorities repre- 
sented among those polled. 

Perhaps reflecting the continu- 
ing debate over immigration and 
memories of urban riots of a few 
years ago. the study also reports 
that 75 percent of those inter- 
viewed believed such prejudice will 


stimulating the economy, more job 
creation through public spending 
and a reduction or unemployment 
rather than a battle against infla- 
tion, if the two aims are in conflict. 

• By a ratio of 48 percent to 38 
percent, Britons believed their 
country would be safer without 
U.S. cruise missiles. By a 60 percent 
to 28 percent ratio, however, they 
would feel safer having their own 
independent nuclear missiles. 

• A majority would prefer that 
Northern Ireland become unified 
with the Republic of Ireland. They 
also would support withdrawal of 
British troops from Northern Ire- 
land.

• They were more in support of 
laws banning sex discrimination 
than those against racial discrimi- 
nation. A majority, however, would 
keep homosexuals out of leaching 
jobs and 42 percent would bar ho- 
mosexuals from “responsible posi- 
tions in public life.” 

The report is patterned after 
work done in the United States by 
the National Opinion Research 
Center in Chicago. 

While the British government 
produces a variety of statistical 
studies annually on social condi- 
tions and behavior, the report says 
there is “no freely available source 
for charting the nation's attitudes, 
values and beliefs.”

Nothing 
great is in the offing,- bin by the end of next 
week the United States wQl have had occasion 
to review the sentimental as well as the sub- 
stantive ties that bind it to Europe. 

The NATO meeting is currently at center 
stage. The issues are familiar and daunting. 
Resting nervously under the US. midear um- 
brella. Europe remains unwilling to provide 
for its own greater conventional defense. It is 
hard up and out of the habit, and it fears that 
America might take such an effort as an excuse 


to cut back its European commitments. 

Many Americans bdieve that the allies carry 
too little of the defense of Europe — George 
Bush code a fresh pitch on this hoot on 
Tuesday — and that they amxplain too much 
about U.S. global policy. It is always posable 
that Washington could, in Henry Kissingers 
phrase, ‘"tinker with deployment" of hs forces . 
in Europe, but successive administrations have 
held off lest Europe be pushed further toward 
neutralism. Meanwhile, the United States con- 
tinues urging the allies to undostand better 
their interest in an American global role. 


You might wonder how allies with these tugs 
and pulls have held together as long as they 
have. Held together successfully, too: 'Hie new 
missile deployments that began earlier this 
year were not cost-free, but they did reflect 
and refresh the alliance’s founding consensus. 

The strength of NATO lies in its life as an 
al lia nce of democratic nations and its record 
of having survived 35 years of turbulence, and 
sometimes worse, in East-West relations and 
within its own ranks. The question now as 
always is how to adapt to strategic, political 
and economic circumstances that keep chang- 
ing. Hie maj or strains flow from economic 
distress and from a deterioration of U-S--Soyi- 
et relations that reminds the Europeans, pain- 
fully, of their vulnerability. But the experience 
of the last third of a century entitles them, and 
Americans as wdl. not to be excessively grim 
about what the future may bring. 

The usual two paths are open to NATO — 
closer consultation on relatively modest topi- 
cal concerns, and consideration of larger or 
“structural” projects in defense or diplomacy. 
At present there seems to be more of a market 
for the first approach — call it gardening — 
than for the second. It will take another set of 
leaders to plow a new field.

Equal Justice in Israel 


Israel has done what decency requires m the 
case of the two Arabs who were taken alive 
from a hijacked bos and then killed by security 
police. Without excuse or equivocation. De- 
fense Minister Moshe Arens confirms the deed 
and pledges 'that those responsible shall be 
held criminally accountable. This follows a 
government crackdown against Jewish tenor- 
ism aimed at Palestinians on the West Bank. 
Both actions help Israel demonstrate that it 
can hear the claims of Arabs far equal justice. 

Still Mr. Arens took action in the bus inci- 
dent only after an uproar over attempted cen- 
sorship. Tbe government tried to suppress or 
delay a truthful account of what happened 
when security forces strained a bus captured 
by hijackers on April 12. Two of the four Arab 
terrorists were killed in tbe assault, but a news 
photograph showed that at least one was still 
alive after bemg taken into custody. 

For circulating that photograph, and report- 


ing that the government had established a 
commission of inquiry, the newspaper Hada- 
shot was dosed down for four days. Under a 
system of self-censoiship, other newspapers 
heeded a government plea to further suppress 
tbe information on the ground that disclosure 
would jeopardize the lives erf Israelis impris- 
oned in Arab countries.

Ziyang of China proposed Wednes-

visit to France before an audience

Mr. Zhao said his suggestion was

tion of the Chinese government. 

He said it reflected the hopes of 
1 the peoples of the world, adding:

Mr Zhao also said that China, an 
the basis of peaceful coexistence, is 
intent on achieving normal rda- 
. tions with all countries, including 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. He noted China’s hope that 
relations with the Kre mlin would

nations could achieve a rapport of 
good neighbors. 

China, he said, backs disarma- 
ment, including the destruction of 
*11 nudear anas. He said China’s 
nuclear stockpile is for defense 
only. 

Mr. Zhao arrived in Paris 
Wednesday morning, the First stop 
on his six-nation European tour. 
He will leave for Brussels on Sun- 
day. 

He said his country understands 
the French position Of mmnraiiinig 
a nuclear force independent of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. The French force, because it is 
not attached to that of other na- 
tions in the alliance, is not included 
in the count of NATO's unclear 
strength and is a subject of dis- 
agreement during nudear arms 
talks. 

Mr. Zhao, who has helped steer 
China's economy toward modern- 
ization, assured Europeans that his 
country intended to open its doors 
to European technology and capi- 
tal under “preferential conditions." 


Britain is not on Mr. Zhao’s itin- 
erary, apparently because of deli- 
cate negotiations on the future of 
Hong Kong. 

Mr. Zhao told a group of West 
European correspondents in Beij- 
ing last week that China .welcomes 
West European investment in con- 
struction projects, including nude- 
ar power plants, and in oQ explora- 
tion. 

A West European diplomat said 
the (rip also is part of a strategy to 
balance China’s contacts with 
countries around the Pacific rim, 
indudiog the United States.

Ronald Reagan came to Beijing a 
month ago. 

Chinese officials have made dear 
that .they would like more West 
European technology to lessen 
their dependence on U.S. supplies. 

A French company reportedly 
has an edge in bids to provide com- 
ponents Tor a proposed 1,800- 
megawatl nudear power station in 
the province of Guangdong, and 
British, Italian, Dutch and French 
oil companies are among those bid- 
ding for drilling rights on the conti- 
nental shelf.

New Tactile Devices May Help Deaf 
To Understand Soundby Vibrations

NEW YORK — Severely deaf individuals may be able to use their 
skin to help understand speech with a new generation of devices that 
translate sound into vibrations. 

Hearing experts spoke at a panel this week at a meeting of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science. They said 
several types of tactile devices hold promise as aids to lip reading. 

Arlene Carney, professor of speech and hearing at the university of 
Illinois, said the devices range from a single vibrator that allows a deaf 
person to feel the number of syllables in a word to more complex 
instruments that turn sounds into electrical impulses or vibrations 
that can be fdi on the skin. 

Such devices, which can be attached to (he abdomen, aim, fingers, 
thigh or wrist, require training to help users recognize Lbe patterns of 


sound they are feeling.

what loll it would take and how fast 
it would move on. according to 
U.S. scientists who have seen a 
manuscript describing the modeL 

Mr. Rvachev recently sent the 
manuscript by ordinary mail to sci- 
entists in the United States, Brit- 
ain, and other countries. Accompa- 
nying the manuscript were letters 
alarm that work such as 
be used for biological 

warfare. 

Mr. Rvacbev proposed putting 
the work to good use by esiablisb- 


nization to develop accurate ways 
of predicting the spread of natural 
epidemics and to monitor the pos- 
sible military misuse of that tech- 
nology. 

Ira M. Longmi of the University 
of Michigan, who Specializes in

TEL AVIV — Physicists from 
throughout the world are in Israel 
this week to discuss their science, 
but the real topic is the plight of 
scientists in the Soviet Union. 

Prohibited by their government 
from attending, Soviet physicists 
have submitted 15 of the more than 
three dozen scholarly papers being 
considered by the International 
Seminar on Collective Phenomena 
beginning Thursday at Tel Aviv 
University. 

The seminar marks the 10th an- 
niversary of an attempt by Soviet 
Jewish dissidents to hold a scientif- 
ic conference in Moscow. Soviet 
authorities broke up the meeting, 
whose chairman was Dr. Viktor 
Brailovsky, and jailed IS of its or- 
ganizers. 

Five of those 15, now professors 
at Israeli universities, are partici- 
pating in the Tel Aviv program, 
which was organized by one of the 
five, Alexander VoroneL 

Mr. Voronel said the current 
seminar was intended to show sup- 
port of the world scientific commu- 
nity for Dr. Brailovsky, who is in 
internal exile in Kazakhstan, and 
other Soviet scientists denied aca- 
demif freedom. 

Mark Azbel, who was also jailed 
over the 1974 meeting, said another 
purpose or the gathering was to 
remind scientists that conditions 
for academic research that are con- 
sidered intolerable in the West are 
about as good as such conditions 
ever get in the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Azbel, who occupies a Td 
Aviv University office across the 
hail from Mr. Voronel. said West- 
ern scientists protested when 
grams were tied to specific projects 


or when governmental agencies at- 
tempted to keep results of research 
secret or restrict ratty to laborato- 
ries to persons with security clear- 
ance. 

“This is aU very beautiful, but a 
Western scientist should remember 
that all scientists in the Soviet 
Union, without exception, must 
work on what is assigned to them, 
must accept all of the government's 
conditions and must have clear- 
ance to enter any laboratojy,” be 
said. “Scientists are involved in re- 
search at the absolute discretion of 


the government. Any scientist who 


tries to be independent is immedi- 
atdy fired.” 

After the banned 1974 seminar, 
the Russians permitted five similar 
gatherings to be held in Moscow. 
The crackdown resumed in 1980. 

Asked whether Soviet physicists 
would be punished for submitting 
papers to the Tel Aviv seminar, Mr. 
Voronel said they were taking a 
risk. “But the risk is part of the 
struggle to be scientists in spite of 
the government's efforts to crush 
them,” he added. “They are just 
defending their professional and 
human dignity."

They also believe that the com- 
pany's decision to sell the unit may 
have been influenced by the fear 
that Liggett would lose its leading 
potation in the generic, or non- 
brand-name, cigarette market. 

“As far as Grand Met is con- 
cerned, the cigarette business did 
not fit into their overall strategy," 
said Jeffrey Wringarten, an analyst 
for Goldman, Sadis & Co. 

While Liggett, based in North 
Carolina, has carved out a niche in 
generics, there is increasing compe- 
tition from other cigarette makers. 
The changing outlook, analysts say, 
may have encouraged Grand Met 
to seek to sell the unit Tor less than 
analysts had earlier anticipated. 

A group consisting of manage- 
ment, other employees and outside 
investors agreed in principle Tues- 
day to buy Liggett, the largest U.S. 


maker of generic cigarettes, from 
Grand Mel for S325 million. 

Grand Met, a London-based ho- 
tel, restaurant, liquor and gambling 
concern, said the sale was subject 
to a definitive agreement and com- 
pletion of financial arrangements. 
Liggett produces Chesterfield, Eve, 
Lark, L&M and generic cigarettes, 
and has a tobacco-processing plant 
in Brazil. 

The management group includes 
Kinsley van R. Dey Jr., the divi- 
sion's president and chief executive 
since 1977. Mr. Dey could not be 
reached for comment on the sale 
plans. 

Grand Met acquired Liggett for 
5590 million iu one of the biggest 
takeover battles of 1980. Grand 
Met UJS.A., Grand Mel’s U.S. sub- 
sidiary. also operates Pinkerton 
Tobacco Co, Alpo pet foods. At- 
lantic Soft Drink Co„ two Pepsi-

Grand Met had said in January 
that it was negotiating for the sale 


of Liggett. The company has also 
announced that the profit, but not 
the capital from the sale, would be 
invested in diversification.

MOVING

t os ANGELES — The images — beginning with a 
/ father mid son throwing a baseball in a golden wfaeat- 
fidd — evoke a dream of the American past, a time of 
innocence. As the son grows up, he is determined to 
become a baseball player — the best that cyst was. 

The period is the 1920s. the setting a small town 
carnival in the Middle West. A train has stopped briefly, 
and the passengers stream out to celebrate the summer 

d h^ge^ Swn as^re^hatmner, and Roy Hobbs, that 
boy from the whealfiekis, now a young man of 20 who 
hopes to pitch for the Chicago Cubs and who believes that 
he can strike the Whammer oul As the two men prepare 
for their contest on the carnival grounds the scene could 
well pass for the American equivalent of the medieval 
jousL Roy goes into his windup and sends the ball whiz- 
ring past the Whammer’s stupefied gaze. Three swings, 
three strikes. The Whaxnmcr has been bested; baseball has 
a new young star. 

This archetypical scene of combat on the playing field 
comes at the beginning of Bernard Mahmud's first novel, 
“The N atural.” pu blished in 1952. and it has been recreat- 
ed with visual sorcery in the film version, winch stars 
Robert Redford as the rookie pitcher. That stirring scene 
prepares us for a tale of trium ph. But what happens after 
that moment of victory, in the book and the movie, is 
contrary to sentimental expectations. The director Barry 
Levinson and die screenwriter Roger Towne have not 
been entirely faithful to Malamud’s vision, but the novel- 
ist’s idiosyncratic approach to American myths helps to 
give the movie its pungent, poignant flavor. 

“There are no second acts in American lives," F. Scott 
Fitzgerald once remarked. That maxim might also serve as 
a headnote for “The Natural,” the story of a gifted 
baseball playts whose dream of becoming a great pitcher 
is shattered in his youth and who attempts a second stab at 
glory 15 years later. This quintessentiatly American fable 
about the perils of early success may have bad special 
resonance for Levinson. “The Natural,” which opened in 
New York last week, is rally his second movie, coming 
after “Diner” in 1981 one of the most higihly-acdaimed 
directorial debuts of recent years. 

“Diner,” a reminiscence of Levinson’s boyhood in Bal- 
timore, was made on a budget of 55 million with unknown 
actors. For “The Natural,” Levinson bad a S20-mfllion 
budget and a stellar cast headed by Redford, Robot 
Duvall and Glenn Close. Levinson dearly understands 
Roy Hobbs’s desire to prove that America does offer a 
radiant future to ail of last year's wonder boys. 

But Levinson also has been a baseball fan all his life, 
and for some time he has wanted to direct a baseball 
movie. “There’s a mythology to baseball much stronger 
than that attached to football," Levinson notes. “What 
inni putei me about Malamud’ s novel is that he borrowed 
all the myths, all the stories about baseball passed down 
through the ages. He has drawn on the Black Sox scan- 
dal. .. . There's a little of 'Casey at the Bat,’ and there 
are countless other references as wdL” 

After completing “Diner ” Levinson looked into the 
possibility of aiming “The Natural," but he was told that 


the rights were tied up. By coincidence, Redford had also 
been interested in filming “The Natural” 10 years earlier. 
He also found the rights unavailable and moved on to 
other projects. 

Redford and Levinson met fm- the first time at Bed- 
ford's Sundance Institute in Utah two years ago. They 
discussed several possible projects, and the conversation 
turned to baseball Redford mentioned that he had just 
received a screenplay adaptation of “The Natural,” writ- 
ten by a first-time screenwriter, Roger Towne (die brother 
of the Academy Award winning screenwriter Robert 
Towne). Things began to fall into place. 

Both Redford and Levinson were taken with Towne’s 
screenplay, and once they had determined that the rights 
were available, it did not take long to find financing. Tri- 
Star, the new studio formed with investments from Co- 
lumbia Pictures, CBS and HBO, was looking for a prestige 
picture as its inaugural project, and Gary Headier, the 
bead of Tri-Star, had been Bedford's lawyer before be- 
coming a studio executive. He gave “The Natural" an 
immediate green lighL 

Thetiisu arid perhaps most dttRcult, order of busmess 
was finding a baseball stadium- “There aren’t many stadi- 
ums from the ’30s that exist anymore," Levinson notes. 
After searching the country, the company found the War 
Memorial Stadium in Buffalo, New York — the home of 
the Buffalo Bisons— built in the 1930s and holding 40,000 
spectators. 

Most of the film takes place in 1939. Recreating (he era 
fell to the production designers Mel Bourne and Angdo 
Graham. G raham pored over old photographs so that he 
could decorate the stadium with scoreboard and bill- 
boards accurate to the period. AD (he baseballs and bats 
were also made especially for the film. In the 1930s bats 
were bigger than they are today and the baseballs had 
black and red stitching instead of the pure red stitching 
used today. 

Another key to authenticity was filling out the teams 
with actors who could actually play baseball or baseball 
players who were natural actors. The crowd scenes in the 
S tadium sometimes required as many as 10,000 people in 
period dress. 

Levinson and Redford seem to have enjoyed a fruitful 
collaboration. According to the producer, Mark Johnson, 
Redford was involved at every stage from s h aping the 
screenplay to planning the marketing campaign. “Redford 
was in the editing room, on the dubbing stage, and he had 
a lot of suggestions," Johnson says, “but if there was a 
disagreemen t, be would always defer to Barry." 

The response to the film Levinson is most curious about 
is that of Bernard Mahmud, whom he has never met and 
who was never consulted. While Levinson believes ihat tbe 
film is faithful to the spirit of tbe novel, the ending 
represents a 180-degree shift from the book's dark, hitter 

conclusion. 

Roger Towne had rewritten the ending before Redford 
or Levinson became involved, and be justifies his choice 
by saying. “In the book Roy doesn’t learn from his 
experience. Malamud wanted to say something about 
exploitation, and he wanted to show that ran- idols had feet 
of clay. I felt you could say those things without crushing 
an audience at tbe end I guess when he wrote the book, 
Malamud didn’t believe thai people could change. I just

If Levinson responded to Towne’s roofing finale more 
than to Malannaf a profoundly pcgmrisric conclusion, it 
may be- because ha wants to behevethat there are indeed 
second and even third ac#m American ttfe. Still, Levin- 
son is not naive abbot thie seductions of celebrity, the 
fickleness of (he public,' and the American tendency to 
destroy the heroes it has crowned. ■
